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UNOFFICIAL TOWN OF EAST TROY BOARD MINUTES 

September 13th, 2010 at 6:30 P.M. 

The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Klarkowski at 6:30P.M. Present were 
Supervisor Montez, Supervisor Church, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 40 residents. 

The Pledge of Allegiance was recited. 

Clerk Buchanan administered the Oath of Office to the newly appointed Town Supervisor, Barb 
Church. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Chairman Klarkowski asked Clerk Buchanan about the agenda posting 
being in compliance. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Montez moved to approve the August 9th Town Board Minutes, the 
August 18, 2010 Special Meeting Minutes, the August 26th Special Meeting Minutes, the August 
27th, 2010 Special Meeting Minutes and August 31st, 2010 Special Board Minutes as presented. 
Supervisor Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 
Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the July 7th & July 21st Planning Commission minutes 
as presented. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

REVIEW & APPROVAL OF AGENDA: 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the agenda, removing the DNR Management of Army Lake 
Park rescheduled to October 1 1 , 2010. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. The motion 
carried by unanimous vote. 

The TREASURERS Report: Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the August Treasurers Report. 
Supervisor Montez moved to approve the treasurer's report as presented. Supervisor Church 
seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito reported on the recycling grant. There is going to be a 
hazardous waste drop off October 8 & 9. Victor Kranitz questioned replacing the recycling 
containers when they become damaged. 

LIBRARY REPORT: Phil Taugher reported the Lakeshore Library system is applying for a grant 
to provide assistance for computer projects. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the August police report. 

Chief Surges presented the pier variance for Eric Rietz, PBLA0001 1 , N9333 Beulah Park Road. 

Discussion followed on continuing the variance to October. 
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1. Glen Kreinbrink, Beulah Park Road, explained that he is the property owner next 

door. This variance has been continued several months. Mr. Reitz requested a variance for a 
longer pier. Mr. Niegelson built and installed the current pier. The pier is longer than he needs. 
The pier is to close to Kreinbrink' s property. These problems are a hardship for Kreinbrink' s. The 
pier was put in the end of May without a variance. 

2. David Szewczykowski, N9339 Beulah Park Road, stated that the Rietz property is advertised 
for rent year around including a 3000 lb boatlift. Mr. Rietz has had renters this summer. 

3. Bob Martin, N93 17 Beulah Park Road, the lake is very crowded and residents need to be in 
compliance with the pier ordinance. If a variance is granted it is setting precedent. Mr. Martin 
believes the Town needs more pier enforcement and get tough on people to live by the rules. 
Supervisor Montez made a motion to deny the variance. The pier is not in compliance with the 
pier ordinance. If the variance comes before the Town Board in spring it can be reviewed. Due to 
the reasons given tonight the Board is denying the Variance. Supervisor Church seconded the 
motion. Discussion followed on the Variance and the justification for the pier. The pier does not 
comply with the ordinance. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Chief Surges stated that the Town needs more teeth in the ordinance for enforcement, as it is a 

seasonal thing. Attorney Mills stated the Town is able to get a Court Order in the Spring, after the 

pier is put in. Discussion followed on requiring a survey for the piers with clear properly lines. 

Supervisor Church questioned cutting the pier back to be in compliance. If Mr. Rietz took the 

boatlift out he would be in compliance with the property line. 

Supervisor Church made a motion that Attorney Mills write a letter to Eric Reitz stating that the 

pier variance was denied and the pier is not to be installed next year without a variance. 

Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by unanimous 

vote. 

Discussion followed on having a stricter ordinance to enforce the pier violations for people 

building piers that are not in compliance. The Town could require a property survey. Chief 

Surges stated he is able to issue Mr. Rietz citations starting September 14, 2010. 

John Church, Beach Road, questioned giving Mr. Reitz two weeks before starting to issue 

citations. 

The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: Greg Twelmeyer advised that the summer 
roadwork has been completed. The plan for additional Compost Days was presented. The 
compost site is going to be open every Saturday in October and the first two Saturdays in 
November. Greg Twelmeyer stated that he and Mike Miller, Village of East Troy D.P.W. are 
going over the compost agreement and the Town and Village will possibly alternate Saturday's at 
the compost site. The Town received the TRIP check and it was just under $15,000.00. Greg 
Twelmeyer and Attorney Mills are getting together regarding Troy Hills Estates roads, as there 
are lots sold in the subdivision. 
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COMMITTEE REPORTS: John Murphy reported on the Multi- Jurisdictional Transportation Plan 
on the four-lane highway increase in Walworth County. Townline Road is off the county plan 
from becoming a county Highway. 

The FIRE DISTRICT: Dave Bitter reported that EMS ambulance calls are down and the budget 
will be increasing from last year. Discussion followed on the State requiring the Town not to cut 
the budgets for Police and EMS or the shared revenue is reduced. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: Chairman Klarkowski reported on the July 7th & July 
21st, 2010 Planning Commission Meeting. 

Chairman Klarkowski made a motion to approve the Land Division, PET1 100045, W7 15 
Miramar road, by Gary Bengtsson as presented. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. 
Discussion followed. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski reported on the Planning Commission reviewing and approving the 
Chapters of the Comprehensive Plan. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: Richard Dow, Island Drive, questioned the garbage and recycle contract 

for pick up on private roads in the Town. 

Bob Zelenski, Honey Creek Road, requested that the Town Hall Park be named the Jim Byrnes 

Park. This issue is going to be on the October Agenda. 

Michael Hanneken, W2557 Otto Crt, questioned permitting water skiing on Lake Beulah at 

8:00A.M., weekdays. Mr. Hanneken stated that they are requesting an 8:00A.M. start time for 

safety reasons. Mr. Hanneken presented a list of lakes that allow water skiing from sunrise to 

sunset. This will be on the October Agenda. 

Bob Rice, Shorewood Drive, states that Potters Lake has 8A.M. water skiing on weekdays and 

they have few complaints. 

Daid Skotarzak, Millsite Road, requested the Town restrict wake boards on Lake Beulah. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Chairman Klarkowski discussed several Town Board appointments. 

Attorney Mills presented Resolution 2010-09, Town Appointments. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve Resolution 2010-09 as read. Supervisor Church seconded 

the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski presented the delinquent invoice to be rescinded. The Town is going to 

rescind the invoice for property damage. 

Supervisor Montez moved to rescind the delinquent invoice for property damage. Supervisor 

Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Clerk Buchanan stated that the garbage contract is going to be put out for bids for the same 
garbage and recycle service that we have now. Attorney Mills suggested including the narrow 
roads in the publication. The roads are not listed in the current contract. 
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Supervisor Church questioned the large carts being used for recycling, with pick up every other 
week. 

NEW BUSINESS: None. 

ATTORNEY REPORT: Attorney Mills presented Ordinance 2010-19, pertaining to Noxious 

Weeds. 

Supervisor Montez moved to waive the second reading of Ordinance 2010-19, as read. Supervisor 

Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote.

Supervisor Montez reported on the Wisconsin Town's Association regulating electric vehicles 

and the Town addressing the issue at the October Board Meeting. 

Attorney Mills is going to review the Town Subdivision Ordinance, as the Planning Commission 

is going to be presented with the Ames Subdivision on Swoboda Road.
